NEW NATIONAL PARTY 


North Dakota has a new. national po- 
litical party which will be watehcd with 
much interest by all the other - states. 
Whither it accomplishes anything nation- 
ally or not it is certainly going to and al- 
ready does control North Dakota, and it 
is going to try out a number-of experi- 
ments in stateggovernment which may be 
worth while p&terning after, 


This new venture. in polities and eco- 
nomics is now wholly in the hands of the 
farmers, they being in a large majority in 
that state, and because of that is more 
than likely ¢0 go to the pxtreme in new 
laws effecting agriculture, and as the man 
at the head of the movement is somewhat. 
of a Socialist all conservative people will 
be rather leary of the new party he 
has inaugurated until they sce how far it 
proposes to go toward radicalism. Sinee 
the advent of Bolshevism, Socialism has 
lost its standing and rating with millions 
of people who were wont to ldok upon it 
with at least toleration. If this new party 
ean be sensible and half way conservative 
and still embrace the good part of Social 
ism, without getting tangled up with the 
doctrines of Rnssian anarchy, it ean find 
a place in national affairs, for the coun- 
try is ripe right now for a political organ- 
ization that can do that very thing. The 
trouble is that all such new ventures seck 
to go too far and thus land on the other 
extreme of the things needing reform, and 
are as bad ag those on the opposite ex- 
treme. 

One thing we heartily approve of in 
this new venture, is that it intends to cs- 
{ablish a chain of state owned, or at least 
sate conrolled Mores, as well as a state 
bank and other state institutions. The 
Federal and State governments have sim- 
ply got to take up this merchandizing 
problem or the people will turn to re xy 
tion and swing with the pendulum to th:
